HARD  TIMES  TOKENS  1832-1844 

Lyman  H.  Low’s  famous  list  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  Hard  Times  Tokens 
is  a  selection  from  among  a  much  larger  number  of  private  issues  put  forth  during  a 
stirring  period  of  twelve  years.  President  Andrew  Jackson  disapproved  of  a  fiscal  system 
under  which  public  funds  were  deposited  in  a  single  privately  controlled  institution, 
the  Bank  of  the  United  States.  On  July  io,  1832,  accepting  the  challenge  of  Henry 
Clay  and  the  financial  interests  of  the  country,  he  vetoed  a  bill  to  continue  the  Bank  in 
existence  after  the  expiration  of  its  charter  in  1836.  This  action  transformed  the  personal 
animosities  of  rival  politicians  into  a  sustained  popular  controversy  over  fundamental 
political  principles.  The  already  dominant  Republican  party  of  Thomas  Jefferson  split 
into  two  violently  opposed  groups.  On  the  one  side  Clay’s  supporters,  reinforced  by 
former  Federalists,  fought  vigorously  to  restore  the  Bank.  After  their  failure,  as 
"National-Republicans,”  to  defeat  Jackson  for  reelection  in  1832,  they  broadened  their 
ranks  to  include  all  who  attacked  his  methods  as  dictatorial  and  unconstitutional,  and 
campaigned  under  the  name  of  "Whigs.”  On  the  other  side  the  "Democratic-Republican” 
or,  more  briefly,  the  "Democratic”  party  of  Jackson  and  of  his  successor  Martin  Van 
Buren  not  only  succeeded  in  warding  off  these  attacks  but  inaugurated  supplementary 
reforms.  They  ceased  to  deposit  governmental  receipts  in  the  central  Bank  while  it  was 
still  alive.  After  state  banks  had  shown  themselves  to  be  unsafe  depositaries,  they 
established  the  independent  sub-treasury  system.  They  were  responsible  also  for  changing 
the  coinage  ratio  of  gold  and  silver  so  as  to  bring  gold  coins  for  the  first  time  into 
circulation,  and  they  refused  to  accept  anything  except  metallic  currency  in  payment 
for  public  lands.  Van  Buren’s  defeat  for  reelection  by  the  Whig  candidate,  William 
H.  Harrison,  in  1840,  proved  to  be  only  a  temporary  setback  to  the  financial  policy  of 
the  Democrats,  who  returned  to  power  in  1844.  The  period  ends  with  the  emergence, 
that  year,  of  new  political  issues,  notably  that  of  the  annexation  of  Texas,  foreshadowing 
war  with  Mexico  and  a  reopening  of  the  slavery  controversy. 

Two  causes  were  responsible  for  the  large  number  of  private  issues  in  copper,  brass 
and  white  metal  during  this  period.  In  the  first  place,  the  suffrage  had  recently  been 
broadened  and  there  was  a  general  shift  from  the  choice  of  presidential  electors  by 
legislatures  to  our  present  system  of  direct  vote  by  the  people.  This  change  in  political 
methods  stimulated  a  corresponding  popularization  of  one  of  the  two  main  branches  of 
numismatics,  medals  as  distinguished  from  coins.  Cheap  and  crudely  executed  campaign 
pieces,  the  forerunners  of  our  present  campaign  buttons  and  pins,  appeared  possibly  as 
early  as  1824  and  certainly  by  1828,  but  in  no  great  number  until  1834.  They  were  then 
first  struck,  with  improved  workmanship,  on  flans  of  approximately  the  size  of  the 
official  large  cent. 


A  second  powerful  stimulus  to  the  production  of  tokens  was  provided  by  the 
economic  depression  to  which  the  period  owes  its  name.  Times  were  intermittently 
hard”  from  the  winter  of  1833-34  until  1842,  being  at  their  worst  during  the  twelve 
months  following  May  10,  1837,  when  all  the  banks  in  the  country  were  unable  to  meet 
their  obligations.  Jackson’s  radical  reforms  were  unsettling  in  themselves,  and  their 
effects  were  deliberately  aggravated  by  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  in  the  hope  of 
either  frightening  or  overturning  the  administration.  Credit,  moreover,  had  been  greatly 
overextended,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  a  severe  reaction  was  in  any  event  due. 
The  attendant  discrediting  of  large  banknotes  and  hoarding  of  gold  left,  as  the  only 
medium  available  for  current  cash  payments,  subsidiary  silver,  or,  when  this  also  was 
hoarded,  "shinplasters”  for  small  amounts,  issued  by  municipalities,  individuals  or 
banks.  This,  in  turn,  made  it  necessary  to  use  copper  pieces  for  small  payments  formerly 
made  in  silver.  There  was  also  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  articles,  such  as  penny 
newspapers,  which  were  priced  at  less  than  the  silver  half  dime.  The  result  was  to 
create  a  demand  for  copper  money,  which  the  official  coinage  was  unable  to  meet. 
Private  enterprise  rose  to  the  emergency  by  issuing  pieces  of  the  size,  and  usually  in  the 
metal,  of  the  contemporary  large  cent. 

The  tokens  selected  by  Low  for  his  list  were  usually,  although  not  always,  of  this 
size.  In  addition  to  many  Merchants’  Tokens,  he  included  some  fifty  which  carried 
political  propaganda,  and  about  half  that  number  of  pieces  which  were  issued  only  as  a 
circulating  medium  and  did  not  advertise  at  the  same  time  either  a  business  firm  or 
product,  or  a  political  candidate,  party  or  cause.
